Sergeant Gowan, from Kowloon: Docks, 
charged a, Chinese caulkor at the Dock for 
having been found-in unlawfal possession 
of quantity of new copper nails. This 
caylker has been up* before. for the’ same. 
offence; and pawn-tickets for old metal aud 
old iron ‘were found on his peraon. Sergt. 
Gowan described: the fellow .as-a.‘‘ regular 
thief ;? and the prisoner ‘seems~to: have 
borne out his character well. . He attempt- 
ed to-strike the Sergeant with a mallet and 
then bolted off, but'was caught. Mr Good- 
lake. algo “caught” ‘thé rascal, and gave 
him six months’ hard labor, in addition to 
forty strokes in two doses, :

We have received instructiong. from his

‘The Viceroy received a communicatiqn 
on the 20th August last from the British 
Consul, Mr Robertson, to the effect that he 
has been addressed by the British mer- 
chants at Canton with reference to the great 
loss and detriment to their trade caused by 
the inferior qualitiés of the Teas supplied 
by the Pedmen, notwithstanding their con- 
tracts to deliver Tens according to muster. 
The practice appeats to be that tha Tea- 
brokers take sound samples ‘of Teas, aud 
the merebants after. inspecting and tasting 
j their qualities and arranging for the’ price 

to be paid for the chop, with the weight in 
piculs aud'the time of delivery, engage ton- 
nage by vessels: proceeding to Kngland ; 
and when the: Teas agreec: for arrive in 
Canton, they are found on inspection to. ba ° 
not only far iuferior in quality to the sam- 
ple supplied, but largely mixed with what’ 
are called ‘¢ lie-teas,’ or leaves of plants of 
all kinds prepared -to imitate the genuine 
This bas now become the regnlar 
pragice, and it is necossary that some meas 
surea should be'taken to put au end to the 
frauds which are’ thus’ perpetrated. He 
therefore urges that: measures be devised 
with this end in view, ete,, etc. The U, S. 

Consul, Mr King, has also made a similar 

representation. On receipt of the foregoing 
| the Viceroy ordains that a. notification be 
issued to tho ‘l'ea dealers with injunctions to 
be laid upon thet for their obedience.” 

The Magistrates being ‘in receipt of the 
above instructions, haye-+to issue a notifica * 
tioh-in pursuance of ‘their tenor ;-and we 
do therefore, accordingly proclaim for the 
instruction of all members of the Tea 
‘Trade, that itis an obvious duty to make.
